DUBLIN’S PRE-EMINENT 
POSITION. 


On Friday night, at 40 Merrion square, 
Dublin, Dr. W. Crofton, F.R.C.P.I., lectured 
to the British Red Cross Society and the 
Order of St John on the subject of inocula- 
tion against microbial disease, using valuable 
lantern illustrations. He had a large and in- 
terested audience.

plained that the real 
function of microbes 
was to break down the 
dead material of 
animals and plants into 
simple compounds on 
which plants would 
live. If this were not 
so, the good material 
of plants would soon 
be completely used up,

and life would cease. Unfortunately, certain 
microbes had acquired the faculty of breaking 
down living material, and they were thus 


able to produce disease. He then pointed 
out that if animals had not the power of 
resisting the attack of these disease-producing 
microbes all life on earth would cease, 
and this power was called immunity. 


Describing the mechanism of immanity in 
the animal! y, he showed that it was the 


function of certain cells of the body, called 
ph to eat up and digest invading 
microbes. These ogocytes were often 
killed ag, oe microbe forming pus in patients 
until sufficient spucial substances were formed 
—special ferments which enabled the phago- 


ga to ingest and digest the microbes. 


bodies were also formed to neutralise 
fermenta or toxins of the microbes—these 
two kinds of bodies were called anti-bodies. 
He demonstrated how injections into the body 
i microbe, and these 


killed suspensions of 


particular microbe could no longer live in

The Lausanne Conference opens to-day. 
Lord Curzon met M. Poincaré in Paris on 
Saturday, travelled to Lausanne with him 
yesterday, and the two Ministers dined 
with the Premier of Italy last night. A 
favourable atmosphere has been created, 
and the Allied delegates have reached a 
common basis of policy.—{P. 5.)

The Lausanne Conference. 
The fateful conference on the Near 
Eastern | will open at Lausanne 
this afternoon. Jt will be attended by 
the Marquis Curzon, M. Poincaré and 
Signor Mussolini, representing the three 
major llies,, while. Ismet Pasha—e 
rumour of whose assassination has. 
reached Constantinople—has been ap- 
pointed by Mustapha Kemal to plead 
the Turkish case. The questions with 
which this conference must deal bristle 
with difficulties, Many of the ills 
| with which Europe has been afflicted 
during the past four years can be 
traced, directly or indirectly, to the 
Allies’ failure to give a stable peace to 
the Near East. The Treaty dt Savres was 
the worst of all the treaties of peace. Its 
provisions were so full of anomalies and 
imconsistencies that it collapsed under the 
first test to which it was subjected, and 
Britain’s isolated attempt to enforce it 
led Europe to the brink of a disastrous 
war. Furthermore, it nearly wrecked the 
Entente. France disliked the Treaty of 
Sévres, and, when America withdrew 
altogether from the old world’s affairs, she 
put herself into touch with the Kemalist 
Turks, with the result that the Angora 
agreement was signed. Fortunately, the 
Entente survived this strain, as it survived 
the strain of Mudania last month; but 
it has been weakened very considerably, 
and the Lausanne conference offers the 
only chance of its re-establishment on a 
firm and lasting basis. 
' British Conservatism is sympathetic with 
the French point of view, and M. Poincaré, 
who never “got on ” with the late Prime 
Minister, has been far more friendly since 
his fall. Yet it would be idle to pretend 
that the French and the British repre- 
sentatives at to-day’s conference will be 
in absolute agreement on. every point. 
The attitude of France on certain essential 
points has not yet been made clear, and 
while the slightest element of doubt re- 
mains there will be danger of disunion. 
Then, again, there is Signor Mussolini. 
This remarkable man has his own idea’ 
about the political situation in the Near 
East. He will not follow, as his pre 
decessors were inclined to follow, the lead 
either of Britain or of France; and there 
is no doubt that his intensely positive 
views will put some obstacles in the path of 
Allied unity. Italy's interests in the Near 
East are anything but identical with those 
of the other tyo Allies. The new party 
which has assumed control of her political 
destinies holds a firm belief that the 
Mediterranean was intended by nature to 
be an Italian lake, and resents the 
influence which is exercised in Near 
Eastern waters by the fleets of Britain 
and of France. Nationalist Italy, how- 
ever, has no love for the Turks. Tripoli 
has not been forgotten in Rome, and, if 
Lord Curzon and M. Poincaré treat Signor 
Mussolini in a spirit of frank friendship, 
they may find that, for the purposes of 
the present conference, at any rate, he 
will be quite ready to support their united 
point of view. — 

Disunion between Britain and France 
ld give Mustapha Kemal. an oppor- 
ity of securing his marimum claims. 

His chief demand to-day is the abolition of 
the capitulatory régume, But for this institu- 
tion life for foreigners in Turkey would have 
been impossible in the past, and, if it is 
abolished, there will be a general exodus 
of non-Turkish naticnals from the country. 
Without the capitulations no foreign busi- 
ness could be transacted, and, of all the 
nations of Europe, France would be the 
greatest loser. Again, the Turks demand 
a plebiscite in all the countries which are 
inhabited by Arabs. Syria, as well as 
Mesopotamia, is an Arab country, and a 
popular vote in that region would go badly 
against France On these two points, 
therefore, Allied unity ought not to be 
impossible, while the attitude of the 
Balkan States to the proposal of a 
plebiscite in Western Thrace ought to 
convince even M. Poincaré that to yield 
to the Turks’ demand in this respect would 
be madness. In the meanwhile the Sultan 
has taken refuge on a British warship. He 
is still the Caliph of Islam, whose re- 
quest for British protection against the 
Kemalists’. revenge will make a deep im- 
pression on the Moslem world. His action 
has given both Britain and France a 
splendid opportunity for dealing firmly 
with Mustapha Kemal ; for the sympathies 
of their Mohammedan subjects will be 
strongly in favour of the Sultan. The 
circumstances under which the Lausanne 
conference begins its deliberations, there- 
fore, are more faveurable than anybody 
would have dared to hope six weeks ago, 


Mussolini’s Mistake. 


Signor Mussolini s first speech to the 
Italian Chamber was couched in plain 
terms of contempt. He told the deputies 
that they had met by permission of 
Facismo, that he was addressing them 
merely as an act of courtesy, and that the 
Parliament's very existence depended on 
his will. No doubt, the Dictator’s con- 
tempt was not undeserved. The triumph of 
Facismo was a direct outcome of the in- 
efficiency and corrupt practices of the pro- 
fessional politicians. Signor Mussolini has 
yet to “make good” as a constructive 
statesman, but he has begun well. He 
has introduced drastic economies in the 
public service, and his foreign policy, 


so far as he has defined il, is 
resolute, sensible and clear. There is 
one mistake, however, to which in- 


experienced Governments are prone; and 
there seems to be some danger that Signor 
Mussolini may succumb to it. He is show- 
ing a tendency to interfere with the liberty 
of the Press. The Times states that the 
Amsterdam ‘elegraef—the journal which 
gave the great cartoons of Raemakers to 
the world during the European War—has 
been compelled to suspend publication of 
political reports and letters from Rome. 
The Italian Foreign Office has informed 
jts correspondent there that his messages 
about the Fascist régime are disliked by 
the new Government. Ho has been warned 
of “consequences” if ho maintains his 


present attitude. The Telegraaf says that 


‘bit is mot a proof of firmness that a 


’ 


to embark upon such a course of intimida- 
tion and direct infringement of the right 
“Of free expression of thought; and it 
adds that Signor Mussolini, who is a 
journalist, ought to be the last person to 
make such a blunder. We know nothing 
about the Telegraaf’s recent messages from 
Rome, and, thefefore, we cannot judge the 
merits of the Italian Government's action. 
It is quite certain, however, that, if Signor 
Mussolini’s Government is interfering un- 
duly with the freedom of the Press, the 
worst consequences will fall upon itsélf. 
The relations between newspapers and the 
State are the same in all ‘civilised 
countries. Both have their raison d’étre 
in faithful service to the community. In 
times of public danger Governments are 
entitled to establish an open censor- 
ship of news; and, if the Rome corres- 
pondent of the T'elegraaf has been defying 
the restrictions of such an open 
censorship, we have no sympathy with 
him. On the other hand, the Italian 
Government has no right to interfere with 
fair expression of opinion or to seck to im- 
pose its own views or policies upon the 
Press. Signor Mussolini has the public 
opinion of Italy at his back. He can 
afford, therefore, to give the fullest scope 
to comment in the Italian and foreign 
newspapers. 


Frouble in China. 


A brief Reuter’s telegram states that a 
“serious situation ’’ has developed in the 
Ohinese Province of Fuh-kien, and that 
British marines have been landed from 
H.M.S. Hollyhock to guard the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank at Foochow. 
Chinese internal politics can be followed 
only with the greatest difficulty. The 
country is in a perpetual siate of civil 
war. The combatants are the hired 
armies, paid for the most part with loot, 
of ambitious generals and mandarins and 
of successful buccaneers, whose robber 
bands are as numerous as small arniies. 
The people in the disturbed district are 
apathetic, and “carry oh ” as best they 
may between the visitations of one robber 
army and the next. Southern China— 
the two maritime provinces of Kwang-tung 
and Fuh-kien—came under the power some 
months ago of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the well- 
known revolutionary. Recently he captured 
Foochow, the more northerly of Fuh-kien’s 
two populous seaports: the other is the 
town of Amoy. In the. banks of these 
fowns—branches of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank at both towns, and of the 
Bank of China at Foochow—lie monies. of 
the Chinese Imperial Government. They 
are the proceeds of the salt revenues and 
amount to nearly 350,000 dollars. “A 
buccaneer, with a mercenary army which 
is cClamouring for pay, naturally attempts 
to lay hands on these revenues. It 
happens, however, that the foreign Powers 
Japan, France and Britain—have an 


interest in the monies under the re- 
organisation loan agreement, and the 
banks are guarded to prevent their 


seizure. Whether the situation will have 
serious developments or whether the 
marauding generals will be content to look 
elsewhere for plunder remains to be seen. 


A Shavian Reform. 


It is the habit of Mr, Bernard Shaw to 
deliver himself from time to time of 
lectures, magazine articles and “ inter- 
views ' on the topics of the day.» Jt is 
the custom of the public on these 
eccasions to cry, “How delightfully 
Shavian!’’ and to give the matter no 
further attention. Mr. Shaw long ago 
cultivated the dangerous habit of being 
amusing; and now, in spite of the fact 
that he possesses -ne of the shrewdest 
minds in Europe, he is no more able to 
play the réle of political expert than Grock 
would be permitted to play “Hamlet’’ at 
the Coliseum. Last Friday, in a lecture 
to the Fabian Society on “Can Anyone 
Govern?” Mr. Shaw talked excellent 
common-sense to what is probably the 
most sentimental and least reasonable 
body in the United Kingdom. He told 
them that people were tired of democracy 
and that the historic cycle—oligarchy, 
democracy, tyranny, anarchy, ete.—was 
about to pass to the tyrannical phase. He 
cited Signor Mussolini and his Italian 
black-shirts—a tyranny of the middle 
classes. He ridiculed the idea of educa- 
tion. The Government which had ruled 
Great Britain since 1918, he declared, was 
composed of educated men, and, in the 
light of the results of its activities, only a 
lunatic would want to spend a shilling on 
education. Mr. Bernard Shaw has 
panacea for the current evils of govern- 
ment by persons unfit to govern—namely, 
a House of Lords with the class interests 
removed from it. What an admission 
from a Fabian! We do not wonder that, 
in suggesting the remedy, the lecturer 
difiidently wished his audience joy of it.

CUNO STILL TRYING TO 
FORM A CABINET.

SOCIALISTS STAND OUT. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERV ICE. 
(Prom Ove Own CORRESPONDENT.) 
BERLIN,, Sunday. 

Twice yesterday Herr William Cuno, dis- 
couraged by obstacles and _ inter-party 
jealousies, informed President Bbert that it 
was impossible for him to form a Cabinet, and 
twice the latter begged him to continue his 
efiorts. 

The last time was late last evening, when 
President’ Ebert promised that he would per- 
sonally appeal to party leaders to drop their 
squabbles in an effort to form a Cabinet, which 
must be done if Germany is to he saved from 
both internal and external complications. 

President Ebert immediately called a con- 
ference of all party leaders, and begged them 
to allow any member, if invited to participate 
in the new Cabinet, to accept, regardless of 
party, and to sacrifice personal interest for the 
the general good of the nation. 

Leaders of the Centre Party (Wirth’s party), 
who had refused to permit Herr Hermes. to 
participate, owing to an inter-party squabble 
with the former Chancellor, Wirth, immedi- 
ately withdraw from their original position, 
and, with the Industrial Democrats, accepted. 

Socialists, who, although demanding repre- 
sentation in the’ Cabinet. are refusing to allow 
Industrialists the same right, are holding their 
answer in abeyance until the meeting of their 
entire party to-morrow. 

If Herr Cuno fails to form a Cabinet, the 
failure will be entirely due to inter-party 
jealousies. : 

The Allgemeine Zeitung, a Stinnes organ, 
points out how the popularity of Herr Cuno 
has already effected an improvement in the 
mark, and insists that if the party leaders 
prefer their persona] interests to sabotage, 
what has already proven a benefit to the 
country will be nullified, and the result will 
be a severe indictment of the Parliamentary 
form of government. 

Sunday, 6.30 p.m. 

What is probably the death knell of Herr 
Cuno's Cabinet was the unanimous decision of 
the Executive Committee of Socialists to-day 
to refuse to participate in the new Goverment 
if the German Industrialists are ous 
thereon. 

This decision is the answer to President 
Ebert's personal appeal to ail the party 
leaders to bury their squabbles in a general 
efiort to save Germany from economic collapse, 
as well as impart an impression abroad that 
Germany is doing everything possible to pay 
the maximum reparations. 

Although the action of the Committee is 
not final, it remaining to be approved at the 
plenary session of Socialists to-morrow, there 
is no reason to believe that the decision will 
be reversed.

 Gurgeson is returning to the United States 
practically penniless. During his three 
months of recuperation in Paris, however, he 
has completely recovered from the mental 
physical breakdown that his long con- 
finement caused.

Something has happened to Turkey. In 
the three years of fighting and national trial 
since the frst Kemalist units were organised, 
the old “Sick Man of Europe’’ has disap- 
peared and a husky cub of a youngster, with 
a growing youngster’s physical and spiritual 
appetite, has replaced him.

PANIC AT PUBLIC 
| MEETING, 


WOUNDED. » 


EYE-WITNESS’S STORY,

Seven persons—five of them. suffering 
from bullet wounds—were admitted to 
hospital .yesterday as the result of a 
shooting encounter in Upper Sackville 
street, Dublin. | 

Between one and half-past one o'clock a 
meeting was held at the ruined portion of the 
street in order to protest against the treat- 
ment of Irish prisoners. There was a large 
attendance. . 

A man and two women were among the 
speakers. 

The man was addressing the meeting when 
a Crossley tender and an armoured car ar- 
rived with national soldiers, and in a moment 
shooting had begun. : 

It is. diffieult to say how, or by 
which side, the first shot was fired. "embers of 
the crowd appear to have shown some hos- 
tility to the soldiers, though they made no 
effort to interfere with the meeting. They 
were passing along the far side of the street 
when a shot was heard. 

The soldiers used their rifles, ‘and—accord- 
ing to one account—a Lewis gun, and for a 
moment firring was intense. ‘It is under- 
stood, however, that they fired high at first 
in order to disperse the ‘crowd. The ple 
were panic-stricken, and fled by way of Henry 
street, North Earl street, and Cathedral 
street, many being knocked'down and injured. 
Nobody’ appeared to realise exactly what had 
happened. 

A tramway car had been stopped by the 
crowd on its way éad, and the 
affrighted passengers flung themselves upon 
the floor until the firing had ceased; no one 
aboard was hurt. 

Among the fleeing crowd, however, not a 
few suffered from shock, bruises, sprains, 
etc.; the result of falls and crushing.

EYE-WITNESS’S ACCOUNT. 

A vrofessional gentleman who passed 
through Sackville street during the shooting 
was interviewed by an Jrish Times representa- 
tave. He stated :—‘‘ I noticed that the meet- 
ing addressed by Mrs. Despard, Mrs. 
McBride and others was of unusually | 
dimensions, the crowd extending across Sack- 
ville street. There was a strong muster of 
women. 

“ The meeting had only lasted about five 
minutes. when a lorry of national troops, 
attended by an armoured car, came sg 
from the direction of Parnell square, anc 
halted beside the gathering. I was informed 
thet an officer ered the meeting to dis- 
perse The order was qe wy the 
female element jeering at the soldiers, while 
revolver shots rang out from the ruins in the 
vicinity, evidently fired by eupporters of the 
meeting. 

“The hnge crowd began to break up amid 
great confusion. People rushed in all direec- 
tions, and further attacks heing made upon the 
national troops, a machine gun was trained 
upon the crowd, and an unnerving ratile of 
fire was next heard. 

‘People trampled on one another in their 
flight, and the inevitable result followed. 

“The national gunners gave but one brief 
burst. of fire, and seven en poe A at than 
half of whom were women-—lay on the ground. 

“The St. John Ambulance Corps, Sackville 
street depé/, were coming on duty at the 
time, and with the assistance of the St. 
James's Gate and City Divisions they dealt 
with the casualties in a manner which deserves 
the highest commendation. 

“ As the onlookers fled in all directions, 
ferried by the gunfire, the thoroughfare 
rapidly emptied, and persons lay on the road 
suffering from gunshot wounds.’ 

A newsboy standing near to our informant 
wae shot in the head, and he, with the other 
casualties, was given first aid at the Sackville 
street Ambulance depét, and was removed 
thence to hospital. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Despard states 
that the meeting was attentive and orderly, 
and that the first shot came from the 
national troops.

RETIREMENT OF LORD 
HARDINGE.

It is officially announced that His 
Majesty has been pleased to approve of 
the appointment of the Marquis of Crewe 
to be His Majesty's Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary and Plenipotentiary at Paris in 
succession to Lord Hardinge df Penshurst, 
who is retiring from His Majesty's Diplo- 
matic Service 

Robert Ofiiey Ashburton Milnes, afterwards 
second Baron Houghton, and first Marquess 
of Crew, was born in London on January 
12, 1858, son, by Annabella Hungerford, 
daughter of the second Baron Crewe, of 
Richard Monckton Milnes, the poet, essayist, 
and politician, upon whom the Barony of 
Great Houghton, in the County of York, was 
conferred in 1865 in recognition of his public 
services. 

Educated at Harrow and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, he soon turned his attention te 

litics, and became Private Secretary-to the | 
ate Karl Granville, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, afterwards entering the Upper 
House, on the death of his father, as Lord 
Houghtan, when he was welcomed as a valu- 
able recruit to the Liberal Party, with which 
he had by this time thoroughly identified 
himself. 

Upon the return of the Liberal Party to 
power in 1892 he was appointed Lord Lien- 
tenant of Ireland, with Mr. John Morley as 
Chief Secretary. Mr. Gladstone's Home Rule 
Bill was in controversy at the time, and the 
Dublin Corporation, by 17 votes to 16, refused 
to present an address of welcofhe to the new 
Viceroy. He declined to - receive loyal 
addresses from the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce and from the Methodists because 


each expressed a firm belief in 
the necessity of maintaining the ' legis- 
lative union between Great Britain and 
Trelan 


Socially, the Viceroyalty was a failure. 
His term of office came to a close on the re- 
signation of Lord Rosebery’s Ministry in 1895, 
and he made his State exit from Dublin on 


July 4 On July 19 of that year Lord 
Houghton was raised -to the Earldom of 
Crewe. 

When Sir Henry Campbell.Bannerman 


formed his Administration in 1905 Lord 
Crewe became Lord President of the Council, 
which office he held until 1908 When Mr. 
Asquith became Premier Lord Crewe was 
appointed Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
— also succeeded Lord Ripon as Lord Privy 

. From 1908 to 1910 he acted as leader in 
the House of Lords, and when Mr. Asquith 
returned to power in the latter vear Lord 
Crewe was again installed in these offices. 

From 1910 to 1915 he was Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, President of the Board 
of Education in 1916. and Chairman ‘of the 
London County Council in 1917. 

Baron Hardinge of Penshurst. K.G.. P.C.. 
G.C.B., GC.M.G., is 64. He was educated 
at Harrow and Cambridge, and entered the 
Diplomatic Service in 1880. He served in the 
Jegation at Teheran and in the Embassy at 
Petrograd. in 1905 he became Aasistant 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs; in 1906 
Permanent Under Secretary. In 1910 he 
went to India as Viceroy, returning in 1916 
to the Foreign Office as Permanent Under 
Secretary again. In 1920 he was appointed 
British Ambassador in Paris. .

WOMEN IN ARCHBISHOP’S 
GROUNDS. 


Miss Annie MacSwiney's hunger-strike at 
the gate of Mountjoy Jail, as a protest 
against being refused to visit her sister, 
who is on hunger-strike in prison, continues. 
Throughout last night she was attended by a 
little group of women friends. 

Last night women, to the number of a 
hundred or more, marched to the residence, 


in Dramcondra, of the Most Rev. Dr. 
Byrne, Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin, where they arrived about nine 


o'clock. The entrance gates were closed, but 
they managed to enter the grounds, and a 
number of them sat on the steps of the house, 
whilat others walked about the grounds. 

After a time it was intima that some 
of the leaders of the women would be ad- 
mitted to see the Archbishop. <A depu- 
tation, consisting of Mrs. MacBride, Mrs. 
Despard, and the Countess Markievicz had 
an interview with Dr. Byrne, but no official 
statement was made as to the nature of the 
discussion that took place. 

Tt is stated, however, that the deputation 
protested to His Grace against the refusal of 
the authorities to allow Miss Mary 
MaoSwiney the ministrations of a priest other 
than the prison chaplain, and against her 
continued detention. 


CORK WORKERS’ ACTION, 

The Cork branch of the Transport Workers’ 
Union, of which Mr. Robert Day, M.P., is 
secretary, has passed a resolution protesting 
against the acti of the Provisional Govern- 
ment in keeping Miss Mary MacSwiney im- 
prisoned in Mountjoy Jail.

The Times in a leading article upon the 
Conference which begins to-day at Lausanne 
observes :——Upon its success depends the peace 
ef the Near hast—and much else We trust 
therefore, that the French, British, and Itahen 
delegates to the Conference, no Jess than their 
respective Governments, will bear constantly 
in mind the paramount importance of a unity 
baséd on respect for the fundamental require- 
ments of the Allied situation in the Near East 
and in Europe.

RAFET PASHA FURIOUS. 

In a message from Constantinople on Satur- 
day, The Times Correspondent states ;:—To 
judge by to-day’s Turkish Press, the mot 
d'ordre for the moment is obviously to treat 
the flight of the Sultan as an. unimportant 
episode. This attitude may possibly be 
modified later when a decision is reached by 
the Grand Assembly at Angora, which 3a 
reported to have met last evening, and to 
have continued to debate the question to-day. 

Meanwhile, Rafet Pasha had not been to 
see the High Commissioners on the subject, 
as the official commenigué, which was printed 
in last evening s European Press, wag not 
published till this morning by the Tarkish 
newspapers; and the general tone of comment 
is singularly similar. The general gist of 
the criticism is that the Sultan is unimportant, 
a coward and a traitor, who ia a disgrace to 
his thirty-six illustrious predecassors, and 
that nothing else could be expected of such a 
contemptible ruffian. Anyhow, it is interest- 
ing to note that the British are not blamed for 
having forcibly abducted the Caliph, who was 
frequently said to be a prisoner in their hands. 
Sach a charge in any case is difficult for the 
Turks to maintain, since the British political 
practice on this occasion only bears. owt the 
best traditions and ordinary duties of 
Qriental hespitality. 

The very violence of the langnage, how- 
ever, su that the flight has seriously 
annoyed Rafet Pasha, who is reported to me 
by a Turkish informant as having been furious 
at the news. The same informant went on 
to suggest that Rafet Pasha was likely to get 
a severe reprimand from Angore for allowing 
the Sultan to slip through his fingers.

NARROW ESCAPE OF 


Men who were carrying a powerful land} 
mine near Inchicore at eight o clock last 
Saturday night accidentally exploded 1t, 
with the result that three of them were 
blown to pieces. A fourth man, who was 
badly injured, died afterwards in hospital. 

The explosion was heard over the greater 
part of the north side of Dublin, It ts 
believed that the men were about 
ambush national troops when the mine 
went off. Other men who were :n the 
party got away in motor vehicles.

SCENE OF THE 
EXPLOSION. 


BODIES IDENTIFIED. 


The scene of the explosion is only a few 
hundred yards beyond Inchicore. on the Naas 
Men, who numbered about a dozen, 
were seen to carry some heavy material from 
a field beside the road. Shortly afterwards 
the road was lit up with a great lighi, 
followed immediately. by a terrific explosion, 
which shattered the windows of houses in the 
locality and im some cases threw people in 
their homes to the ground. Police and 
national soldiers were quickly on the scene, 
and portions of the bodies of two voung men 
were found on the road. and later were picked 
ap the remains of another man. Inside the 
wall bordering the road a man lav moaning 
with his legs shattered. He was the only one 
of four victimes in whom life remained. 

Three of the four men have been identified. 
Their names are :— 

Patrick J. Egan, aged 27, of 33 South 
Circular road. Home address—Ashbourne 
Lodge, Limerick. 

Thomas Whelan, aged between 23 and 25, of 
Mary s terrace, Inchicore, a native of Galbally, 
Co. Tipperary. 

Bernard Curtis. 
Cottages, Inchicore. 

The fourth man has not yet been identified. 


WHAT A WOMAN SAW. 


The side of the road where the explosion 
fook place is bounded by a concrete wall 
etal feet high. Immediately adjoining is a 
field, which is locally known as “ The Valley.” 
From the wall there is a sharp slope down 
towards a stream winch runs along at the 
opposite end. Several houses in the vicinity 
of Blackhorse Bridge, which is a couple of 
hundred yards nearer to the city, overlook 
this field. From one of these houses a woman 
watched half a dozen men who were gathered 
in ‘‘ The Valley.” 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock when she 
heard a whistle, apparentiy from the road. 
As if in answer to the signal the men moved 
up towards the road, carrying some heavy | 
article between them. There is a steep climb 
from the ceutre of the fieid tothe wall, 
and the meu went carefully, and evidently 
with difficulty wp the elope. The woman 
could now barely distinguish the group, but 
suddenly the scene wee tit up by a sheet of 
flame, and then followed the explosion which 
sounded like a peal of thunder. The houses 
around were shaken to their foundations, and 
the noise of the explosion was heard over the 
north side of the city. 


VICTIM IN A FIELD. 


The foreman of a pwblichouse, not far from 
the field, was one of the first to arrive on the 
scene. ‘“‘T was shaving at the time that the 
explosion accurred.”’ he told an Jrish Times 
reporter, “and it was with difficulty that Í 
kept my feet when the explosion came. ' 
Shortly afterwards two young men entered 
the bar and requested the foreman to come 
out and open the gate of “The Valley “ to 
allow a priest to get in. He accompaneid the 
men up the road, and, arriving at one of the 
gates, saw a priest.. They entered the feld 
and found a young fellow lying on the ground. 
He seemed to be enduring great pain, but was 
quite conscious. “I’m afraid that my legs 
are blown off,” he said to the priest, Father 
Ryan, of the Oblate Fathers, Inchicore. The 
lest rites of the Church having been adminis- 
tered to him. he was borne ont of the field to 
the road. A private car came on the scene 
and the young fellow, who was later identified 
as Whelan, was placed in it and taken to 
Steevens's Hospital 

Two lorries of national troops on their way 
to Baldonne] from Dublin had approached to 
within about a quarter-mile of Blackhorse 
Bridge when the mine exploded. Coming 
along cautionsly, they found several civilians 
standing about. The headlights of the cars 
showed the dead bodies on the road. Shreds 
of clothing were strewn about the ditch and 
inside the wall. 

“H was impossible to look on without ex- 
periencing a feeling of nansea, one of those 
who had been present said to our representa-

THE SEARCH CONTINUED, 


When morning came another search was 
made of the field on the side of the read.

Railway at Kingsbridge. The unfortunate 


mans remains had apparently been blown 
over the wall. Portions of men’s clothia: 
were found in various places. ' 

An Irish Times reporter arrived there yester- 


day and found the field thronged with men 


and women, who were standing about in 
groups discussing the occurrence. On the 
river bank lay a neap of torn clothing 
and all that remained of the of 
Patrick Egan. An inspection of the road 
way showed the damage that had been caused 
by the explosion Portion of the concrete 
wall was blown down. Through a small open 
ing at the foot of the wall the wire connett- 
ing the mine was to have been laid. 

ve probable circumstances under which 
the affair oc urred were reconstructed for the 
Irish Times representative by Captain 
Moynihan. Director of Oriel House. The mine 
was of a powerful type, and of the same pat- 
tern, it Is believed. as those which were used 
in the attempt to destroy Oriel House a short 


time ago. i vidently more men than those 
who were seen in “ The Valley” were en- 
gaged im the operation. In answer to a 
whistle, which was blown by someone on the 
road, the me: the field carried up the 
mine, which was lifted over the wall. One 


of the men held the connecting wire in bis 
hand. It was wound in coils ready to he Jaid 
through the wal! down into the field. This 
cable was evidently meant to run through the ' 
hole at the base of the wall. While some of 
his comrades were about to place the mine iu 
position on the road it is not unlikely that 
the man holding the cable had, while getting 
back over the wall, accidentally touched the 
switch, thus making the connection with the 
detonator. It is also surmised that one of the 
men. whose body was blown a distance of 
about 80 vards, was caught while bending 
over the mine. It has further been dis 
covered that a coil of clectric cable encircled 
the mangled trunk of one of the dead men 


TELL-TALE SCRAPS, 

Captain Moynihan told our representative 
that when he visited “ The Valley "’ evidences 
of the ex ylosion were being collected by 
ma le, ian placed in a heap near the rivet 
ank. Picking up sume shreds of clothing, 
Captain Moy mihan c examined them. 
and on a piece of shirting found the name of 
a Limerick draper, “ Patmck Moriarty.” On 
examining a fragment of leather he found 
that it belonged to a South African field boot, 
which was numbered. From examination of 
the shreds of an Arm; cardigaeg jacket, he 
was able to say that the cardigan had been 
manufactured by a military contracting firm 
in Scotland. On a piece of sock was found 
the laundry marking, ‘‘ F 33." From various 
articulare thus gathered the identification of 
Patrick J. Egan was established.

In all, about fifteen men must have heen 
engaged in the operation. and it is 
helieved that they had, ~«-9ttrOQt 
motor vehicles One resident of the 
locality told our representative that some 
time before 8 o'clock a motor Van 


drove up the Naas road, and stopped near 
“The Valley.” According to this informant. 
young men in civilian attire dismounted from 
the van, and “carried something beavy by a 
ronndabout wav into the field."’” This velmele 
was followed shorily afterwards by a touring 
cat, and it is stated ttat after some men had 
got off fhe car both vehicles proceeded further 
up the road.

The newly-elected members of the, Senate 
and House are overwhelmingly in favour of 
the Soldier bonus, according to a poll com- 
pleted here. | 

In view of this, and in view of the fect that 
a majority of the hold-overs also favour the 
bonus, the adjusted Compensation bil! is ex- 
pected to pass by large majorities. 

If the President again should veto the bill, 
the House is in a position to over-ride him, 
and the Senate also may be able to nullify 
the veto, though the margin tn the upper 
bodv will be close. 

The necessary two-thirds vote in the Senale 
would be 64, while the poll shows thet of both 
old and new Senators 65 favour the bonus, 
with 27 onnosed and seven non-committal. The 
| Honse poll indicates that 252 are for the 
bonus and 55 against. 

The attitude of President Harding towards 
the bonus—he had repeatedly declared that 
he would not endorse a measure which did rot 
provide the tax for paying the bonus—is ae 
clared to be unchanged, although the voters 
in a numher of States encorsed it. 

There is a possibility that the bonus may 


arise as an jssue mm the extra session which 
will convene to-morrow.

LOCAL OPTION. 


OPINIONS IN ULSTER, | 


The Irish Temperance League, in further- 
ange of its campaign for local option, has 
obtained additional legal opinion en the ques- 
tion of property in a licence. This opinion is 
given by a prominent leader at the English 
and Irish Bar, with special knowledge and 
experience of licensing law and cases. 
Counsel is quite clear that the contention 
that tne discontinuance of the practice of re- 
newing licences is “ taking property ” and is 
prohibited, unless provision is made for com- 
pensation, is not valid in law, and reference 
is made to the judgment of Lord Justice 
Barry, in Brennan v. Dorney, laid down in 
the very plain terms :—‘ As to Clitheroe’s 
“ease, 1 entirely disclaim having ever decided, 
directly or indirectly, that the licerice to. sell 


‘ia a publichouse can be described as ' pro~ 


Sa J do not think there is any 
property at all in a licence.” 

It was arranged to give publicity to the 
legal opinions received for the information of 


those interested. 

The Minister->of Finance in the Northern 
Government (Right Hon. H. M. Pollock), 
commenting in a speech upon this opinion; 
stated that he obserVed from a newspaper re- 
port that the Irish Temperance League had 
submitted the question of compensation for 
expropriation of licences to counsel, and were 
advised that there was no property interest 
in a publican’s licence. He was not so ad- 
vised. But, even if no legal claim for com- 
pensation could be established, he would re- 
gard it as dishonest to confiscate the capital 
of those engaged in a trade legally conducted, 
however objectionable some of them might re- 
gard that trade. 

At a temperance demonstration in Belfast, 
the Rev R. J. Patterson, LL.B., of “ Catch- 
My-Pal”’ fame, said that they told the Go- 
vernment that the spirit grocer was an un- 
mitigated curse, and that the bona-fide 
traveller was an ‘unmitigated fraud, and that 
both must go. They told the Government 
that the sale of @rink on Sunday was not a 
work of either necessity or mercy, and that 
it must.be entirely abolished.

EVIDENCE AT MILITARY 


COURT. 


A military court was held in Limerick on 
Saturday, ‘wha Gerald  FitzGibbon and 
Joseph O'Connor were ch with shooting 
and mortally wounding Joseph Hanrahan, 
national Army, in Roxborough road, on the 


night of October 17th. 


A military captain prosecuted, and Mr. 
Lynn appeared for the accused, who pleaded 
not guilty. 

Mr. Lynn objected to the court, as, he said, 
it was never constituted by an Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

The court took note of the objection, and 
evidence was heard. 

A medical doctor stated that Hanrahan 
was suffering from a bullet wound in the 
abdomen, ‘intestines were perforated in 
six or heven places, and death was due to 
peritonitis, caused by a bullet wound. 

A civilian witness. deposed to being with 

Hanrahan and twe women friends in Rox- 
borough road on the night of the a gi 
Hanrahan and hig woman friend walked in 
front on the return journey. Witness rext 
heard shouts of “halt,” and subsequently 
shots rang out. After that, a man whom he 
identified as ‘‘Eberty” FitzGibbon, the 
accused, came over to him ‘and asked if 
witness knew him. That was the man now in 
court. 
"In cross-examination, witness. sAid that he 
never supplied accused with a ‘‘ Peter the 
Painter,” and never offered to go on ‘‘stunts’’ 
with .accused. 

Further evidence was taken in camera, 

The following official report was issued from

COUNTY LEITRIM. 


MANORHAMILTON RAID, 


TWO MEN WOUNDED. 


At seven, o'clock on Friday evening armed 
men made a descent in force on Manorhamil- 


ton to raid the merchants and the post office. 


When they arrived a large. number of the 


national troops were out in the town without 
arms. Heavy fire was directed on the Court- 
house gate with the object of preventing entry 
or exit Lieutenant Tenent, of the national 
troops, was in the post office when the firing 


began. On going outside the door he wes 


fired at point blank, a rifle bullet stri him 
on the jaw, and passing out through his 
mouth. Although wounded, he replied to the 
fire with his revolver, seriously wounding K. 
Gilgunn, a leader of the attackers. He con- 
tinued to fire from his revolver, and escaped 
over a wall into an adjoining garden, under 
cover of the firing.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—-In connection with our present milli- 
tary patrol system, as an ambassador of com- 
merce whose journeys often take him into dis- 
tricts where “hold ups’’ are frequent—and, 
perhaps, mevitable—might 1 offer the sugges- 
tion to our military authorities of the ad- 
visability of a double patrol’. I do so be- 
cause on one night during the present week, 
whilst motoring between the hours of 6 and 7 
o'clock, our car was “‘ held up ' twice within 
a distance of two miles. The first was satis- 
factory, and we passed on; but the second 
occurred on a decline, with a skiddy-surfaced 
road and a fairly fast pace on. Under such 
circumstances our driver failed to hold up his 
car, even in the face of the challenge, within 
the required number of yards. Unfortunately, 
but in duty, I suppose, the patrol’s rifle 
clicked and went up; but we stood still, just 
in time to prevent his firing, and perhaps also 
preventing two souls from being hurled into 
the Great Hereafter, or two bodies being 
mutilated for life. My comrade and I, with 
the driver, had what the latter called, “'a 
narrow shave ”; but with a double patrol, 
at a distance, say, of 10 or 20 yards apart, 
should a car either ‘‘rush’’ the first patrol, 
or, as in our case, inadvertently pass, it would 
still have to pasa the second patrol, and by 
such time it would be clearly seen whether 
shooting was necessaty or not. 
My reading of Irish history leads me to 
believe that loyal Irishmen do not wish to 
shed the innocent blood of fellow-lrishmen or 
frishwomen, or even of complete strangers 
within our gates. I pass on to you my ex- 
perience and suggestion, in the hope that our 
military authornties-—-North and Souvth--may 
see their way to profit by them, and in doing 
so more effectively safeguard the lives of those 
whose duties take them from place to place, 
not interfering with others, but merely in 
pursuit of their lawful vocations.—Yours, etc.,

This action has taken the form 
of granting facilities for advances to those 
banks which deposit securities with the Com- 
monwealth Bank. When the exchange posi- 
tion has so improved that the Australian 
banks will have remitted a portion of their 
balances from London, these advances will be 
re aid, and the position will become as before. 
This is precisely the step that was necessary 
to bring about improvement in the situation, 
because the Commonwealth Bank, in carrying 
out this operation, is really doing for the 
Australian community what the Bank of Eng- 
land does on this side. When credit is needed 
the Bank of England here lends, only it is 
able to do so through the market rather. than 
directly to the banks, but as there is no 
money market of the London order in Australia 
the operation has to be done directly with 
the banking institutions.

France, Germany, Italy, and Belgium. Up 
to the outbreak of the world-wide depression 
in 1920, the United States maintained its lead 
practically unimpaired, and in that year 42 
ner cent. of South America’s imports came 
rom the United States, as against 15 per 
cent. prior to the war, and 46-per cent. in 
1917. The relative importance of the United 
States as a market for South American s 
naturally declined in the face of Europe's ex- 
treme need of foodstuffs and raw materials. 
In 1920, 35 per cent. of South American ex- 
ports went to the United States, against 42 
per cent. in 1917 and 20 per cent. before the 
war. Normally, the United States imports 
more goods from the countries of South 
America than it sends to them. For. the five 
years prior to the war the balance of trade 
in favour of South America averaged nearly 
90 million dollars a year. The normal balance 
of trade in the future will probably be as 
large as, or larger than, that before the war, 
but the amount will be offset to a great ex- 
tent by so-called “invisible ’’ exports from the 
United States, which have come into existence 
during the past few yeers. On the whole, the 
United States is now in a more favourable 
position to hold and build up a large trade 
with South America than before the war.

Any Irish flax of the new crop which has been 
placed upon the market has been bought up 
at prices ranging from £125 to £128 per, ton, 
compared with the cotton prices of £135 to 
£140 er ton. Russian controlled flax is main- 
tained at a high level, and this is to some ex- 
tent the governing factor. Efforts are being 
made apparently to induce an incre flax 
production in Russia, and it is stated that the 
maintenance of a high priée level of the raw 
material is to encourage this movement. Bel- 
gian flax prices also remain steady, and here 
again an increased area may be cultivated 
next year, and similar conditions are expected 
in Ireland. : 

The’ spinners are finding the demand for 
yarns barely sufficient to ae off the pre- 
sent reduced short-time production, and until 
trade generally improves there will not be any 
increase in output. Reports are generally 
satisfactory, and there is abundant evidence 
that the revival of trade cannot be long de- 
layed. Household goods and dress linens are 
principally in demand. The new tariff has 
not had a very detrimental effect upon the 
trade except in the heavy end (tailors’ linings, 
etc.), but the result of the recent elections in 
the United States would indicate that the 
Republican Party has not, to say the least, 
ad to its popularity by elimimating com- 


iet, | petition with the higher tariff rates. With 


reference to the special provision as to the 
marking of goods for the States, the provision 
in Section 504 (a) of the new tariff. bill ap- 
pears to be causing a certain amount of in- 


convenience to shippers, and a definite ruling, if

Linen manufacturers 
have never been slow to cater for the demand

Spinning Co, Mills, at Harold's Cross,

cularly the fact that over 500 operatives will 
be kept in employment. It is only within the 


past seventy years that the linen industry 
was largely concentrated in the North of Ire- 


land, and it would be a pity if the flax and 
cotton industry was entirely obliterated ont- 
side Ulster. Dublin and Cork have maintained 
the industry in their two centres, but it 


is the opinion of leaders of the industry that 
it would be better if flax-spinning and weav- 


ing were more general in the South of Ire- 
land. For one thing, it would EE 
farmers to grow more flax, and so increase the 
source of raw material supply. 


The development of the new fibre Arghan 
is being watched with interest in linen trade 


circles. An experimental plot of sixty acres,
